THE GREAT NATIONAL FUNERAL. 


VIEW OF THE CITY HALL, NEW YORK, AND THE HEARSE BEARING THE REMAINS|OFFICIAL WAR GAZETTE. 


At midnight the German singers, numbering 
about one thousand voices, chaunted dirges. 
Thronghout the night the long line of citizens, 
anxious to view the remains, was kept moving. 

Early this morning it seemed diminished 
very little, and soon after daylight was length- 
ened greatly, extending from Warren to John 
streets on the west side of the City Hall, while 
there was another line of greater length run- 
ning through the streets on the east side of the 

Broadway and all the adjoining streets in the 
vicinity were thronged by people anxious to se- 
eure o place in the line, or, failing in that, to 
catch a glimpse of the hearse when it passed. 

All places of business are closed, while the 
upper stories of every building along the route 
of the procession are occupied by anxious spec- 
tators. 

The preparations for the funeral procession of 
the President are on an immense scale, includ- 
Ine. neatly every militaryand civic organization 
‘of New York, ‘lyn, and other neighboring | 
towns. By a specitl otder to General Dix the} 
Secretary of War requests that colored societies 
shall be assigned a place in the line, and direc- 
tions haye been issued accordingly. The streets 
over which the procession is to pass are already 
Being crowded with eager spectators, and the 
whole demonstration promises to be of the most 
imposing character. 


the departure of the funeral train at4 P. M., we 
shall probably be spared the delay usual on such 
‘occasions. 

The religious ceremonies at Union Square will 
be conducted by clergymen of several denomi- 
mations, including Archbishop McCloskey, Dr. 
Tyng, Dr. Osgood, Dr. Thompson and Rabbi 
Isaacs. An oration will be delivered by Hon. 
George Bancroft. 

The scenes at the City Hall yesterday were 
similar to those reported from Philadelphia on 
Bunday. The arrangements for viewing the 
body Were as bad as possible, and neither police 
“mor military were able to preserve order in the 

mass of people struggling for admittance. The 
disorder increased after nightfall, and was very 
discreditable both to the people and the au- 

thorities, 
The military display is very large, including 
‘more than twenty regiments, besides several 
batteries anc troops of cavalry, all State troops. 
The day is fine, and the streets are swarming 
with citizens and people from the surrounding | 
country. Itis believed that about forty thou- 
wand persons visited the remains yesterday. 
| New York, April 25,1 o'clock.—The proces- 

gion isnow moying with the remains to the 
Hudson River Raflroad Depot. It is one of the 
most imposing and impressive spectacles ever 
Witnessed in Nesy York.

They were escorted to the Hudson Riyer Railroad 
depot by a funeral procession never equaled in 
this country, and perhaps in the world. Lead- 
ing the line were two divisions of State militia, 
including infantry, cavalry and artillery,besides 
a battalion of marines.

ficers of the army and volunteer service. The 
navy contributed several hundred of its officers 
to the procession, 

The various clubs were next represented, the 
Loyal Leaguers appearing in great numbers, 
and the Tammany Society and the Democratic 
General Committees inaking effective displays. 

The citizens of the Pacific Coast were largely 
represented, a striking feature being Seth Hin- 
man, who presented an elk horn chair to the 
late President, and who was dressed in a curious 
looking buffalo suit. The Sons of Temperance 
elso turned out very effectively, but the most 
remarkable feature of the procession was the 
immense number of Masons, who were next in 
the line, each man eats on his coat a sprig 
of evergreen. Perhaps ten thousand of the Order 
were in the procession. 

The Irish societies followed in nearly as great 
numbers as on St. Patrick's Day. Many other 
associations were fully represented, the proccs- 
sion closing with large delegations from all 
kinds of societies from Brooklyn, and finally 
several thousand respectably dressed negroes. 

Itscas three hours in passing a given point, 
and as the end of it reached the depot the corpse 
of our martyred President was many milesaway 
from the city. 

‘Take the procession together it was one of the 

largest if not the very largest ever seen in New 

York, and the utmost fecling was manifested 
everywhere, The passing of the coffin was the 
signal for oll to uncover their heads. 

Over the floor of the hearse tin which the cof- 
fin rested were strewed the most beautiful 
flowers. The hearse itself was a theme of praise 
from allas the most appropriate for the occa- 
sion, All along the route an immense con- 
course of people lined the streots, filled the win- 
dows, stoops and house tops, allofwhor deemed 
ofone accord in respect to the memory of the 
Bepecied 

Atthe depot the hearse was drawn through 
the line of military with oll due ceremony. 
Everything, in fact, went off well, and no acci- 
dent oceurred during the day. Minute guns 
wore fired all day, and bells worse tolled during 
the time of remoyal of the remains to thodepot. 
After the procession passed an immense meet- 
ing was held in Union Square, at which a fune- 
ral oration was delivered by the Hon. George 
Bancroft, of which the following is a summary. 


Mr. Bancroft'’s Address. 


Mr, Banfeort said—Our grief and horror atthe 
crime which has clothed the continent in 
mourning, find no adequate expression in words 
andno relietin tears, Neither the office with 
which Mr. Lincoln was invested by the approved 
choice cf a mighty people, nor the most simple- 
hearled kindness of nature could save him from 
the flendish passions of relentless fanaticism. 
The wailings of the millions attend his remains 
as they are borne in solemn procession over our 
great rivers, along the seaside, beyond the 
moountains, across the prairic to their final rest- 
ing placo in the valley of the Mississippi. 

The echoes of his funeral knell vibrate through 
the world, andthe friends of freedom of every 
tongue and in every clime are his mourners, 
The members ofthe Government which preceded 
his administration opened the gates to treason, 
and he closed them. When he went to Wash- 
ington the ground on which he trod shook under 
his feet, and he left the republic on a solid 
foundation, J 

Traitors had seized the public forts and ar- 
senals,and he recovered them for the United 
States! The Capitol, which he found the abore 
of slaves, isnow only the abode of the free. The 
boundless public domain, which was grasped at, 
and, in n great measuro, held for the diffusion 
ofslayery, is now irrevocably devoted to free- 
dom. Tien men talked a jargon of the balance 
of power in a Republic between slave States 
and free States, and now the foolish words are 
blown away foreyer by the breath of Maryland, 
Missouri and Tennessee, The atmosphere is 
now plier than ever before, and insurrection 
is vanishing away. The country is cast into 
another mould, and the gigantic system of 
wrong which had been the work of more than 


two centuries, is dashed down, we hope, tor- 
ever. 

As for himself personally, he was then scoffed 
at by the proud as unfit for his station; and 
now, against the usage of later years, and in 
spite of numerous competors, he was the un- 
biased and undoubted choice of the American 
people for a second term of service. Through all 
the mad baseness of treason he retained the 


ed | sweetness of a most peaceful disposition, and 


the slaughter of myriads of tho best on the bat- 
tle-field ond the more terrible destruction of 
our men in captivity by the slow torture of ex- 


f] posure and starvation, had neyer been able to 


rovoke him into harboring one vengeful feel- 
ng or one pur) of ermneltyy \ 

How shall the nation most completely show 
its sorrow at Mr. Lincoln’s death? How shall it 
best honor his memory? There can be but one 
answer. Grief must take the character of ac- 
tion, and breathe itself forth in the assertion 
of the policy to which he fell a sacrifice. The 
standard which he held in his hand must be 
unfurled again, higher and more firmly than 
before, and must be carried on to triumphabove 
cverything else, His emancipation proclaina- 
tion must be affirmed and maintained. Events 
have removed every doubt of its legality and 
binding force. 

Mr. Bancroft incidentally alluded to the 
usurpation of the power of the Executive by 
General Sherman, saying, “trom this bad act, 
which the people with one united voice con- 
demn, no great evil will follow save the shadow 
on his own fame.” 

He referred in familiar terms to President 
Johnson, to whom it remained to consummate 
the vindication of the Union, and to that Union 
Abraham Lincoln has fallen a martyr. His 
death, which was meant to sever it beyond re- 
pair, binds it more closely and more firmly than 
ever, From Maine to the northwest boundary 
on the Pacific it makes us gne. 

The country may have neaded an insperishable 
grief to touch its inmost feeling. The grave that 
receives the remains of Lincoln receives the 
martyr to the Union. The monument which 
will rise over his body will bear witness to the 
Union. His'enduring memory will assist, dur- 
ing countless ages, to bind the States together, 
and to unite to the love of our one indivisible 
country. Peace to the ashes of our departed 
friend, the friend of his country, and of his race. 
Happy was his life, for he was the restorer of the 
Republic. He was happy in his death, for the 
manner of his end will plead forever for the 
Union of the States and the freedom of man, 

Since the departure of his remains the city has 
become quiet. 


THE PROGRESS TO ALBANY. 
Speetat Despatch to the Inquirer. 

ALBANY, April 25.—Our train arrived on the 
opposite side of the river at 11:30, and at 1150 we 
arrived at Albany. Our run from New York 
has been one continued ovation of mourning. 
When we passed along the same route, four 
years ago, on the triumphal tour of Mr. Lincoln 
to Washington, the display was great, but this 
far eclipses that in nuinbers and feeling. 

General Dix and others accustomed to judge 
of such demonstrations estimate that near a 
million and a half of people witnessed the pass- 
ing of the funeral cortege in New York city, and 
sixty thousand participated in the ceremonies, 
‘An actital count of those viewing the corpse in 
the city puts it at oné hundred and ten thou- 
sand, 

On reaching the Hudson River Railroad de- 
pot, General Winfield Scott got out and walked 
into the depot to see the departure of the train, 
which consisted of eight fine new cars of the 
Hudson Company, and the United States fune- 
ral car, and the car ofthe Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore Company for the Guard of Hanor, which 
liad been brought over from Jersey City on the 
boat. 

General Dix and staff and Governor Fenton 
and staff joined us on the train, Senator Cowan 
and Hon. Leonard Myers left us, and Hon. F, 
Bailey remained to represent Pennsylvania in 
the Congressional delegation, Admiral Farra- 
gut came on board to go out to Hast- 
ings and join his family. A church 
close by the railroad depot, which four years 
ago was one of the few that exhibited the flagon 
our passing, has the following motto: “He loft 
us, upheld by our prayers. He returns embalmed 
in our tears,” in large white letters on a black 
ground over the church door, 

Out of the suburbs not so many people were 
visible, until we had run out some distance, as 
they had all gone into the city to see the pro- 
cession; Whole rows of houses were closed, and 
no signs of anyone in the vicinity; but about 
three miles out we passed a steamboat with a 
large load of passengers, all of whom uncovered 
their heads. and the bell ef the boat was tolled, 


At Carmersyille about a thousand persons 
were assembled, with draped fings. All stood 
with uncovered heads. At Fort Washington, 
Linwood, Riverdale and at Mount Vincent 
similar exhibitions were seen. At the latter 
place about two hundred ladies were in line, 
with the flag covered with black crape. 

At Yonkers two pieces of artillery from dif- 
ferent locations fired minute guns, and seyeral 
thousand persons were grouped upon both sides 
of the track, and stood uncovered until we 
were out of sight. At the station we found a 
large arch over the road, with “we mourn a na- 
tion’sloss."’ On the base, “He died for truth.” 


took place, and thousands were in attendance, 
At half-past six we reached West Point. Minute 
guns were fired from the fort across the river. 
‘A company of Fegular cavalry and two compa- 
nies of cadets from the United States Institute 
weroin line. The train halted with the hearse, 
Just opposite them. 

The whole staff of the Academy were present, 
and many of the military and civilians got off 
and paid their respects. A band from the Aca- 
demy played some mournful nirs. Mrs, French 
and one or two others were invited into the car 
tosce the coffin. The cadets presented a very 
fine appearance, standing like statues, though 
many of them recognized their friends and re- 
lutivea, Senator Harris had a son there, 

At Tarrytown twenty-four young ladies were 
grouped together, in white dresses and black 
rosettes. A very large number of people were 
here. At Sing Sing a number of convicts were 
outin their striped dress, and lifted their hats, 

At Cold Springs and Fishkill there were about 
one thousand people at each, with all the em- 
blems of grief displayed, and numbers of wag- 
ons, showing thdt hore, as in other places, the 
surrounding conntry had been drained of its 
population. 

At Poughkeepsie we stopped twenty minutes 
for supper, and left at 750. About twenty thou- 
sand persons were around the station at East- 
man's, 

A band played funeral dirges, nnd minute 
guns were fired. The goddess of ‘liberty, repre- 
sented by a little girl {n white and black mourn- 
ing, 6 upon the platform, 

{twos mow grown so dark: that we could no 
longer see tha crowds at the stations as we 
Lrushed by, but thousands were scattered along 
the road, and occasionally bonfires Would be 
kindled or bells tolled to mark the sadness of 
the hour, 

Arriving at East Albany we were soon trans- 
ferred to the ferry boat and were escorted by a 
company of infantry, and a fire company, with 
torches, The corpse was taken to the Capitol, 
through thousands of people, who filled the 
streets, though it was midnight. 

The body is being prepared for public view, 
and large numbers are waiting in the street to 
insure a glance when it is thrown open at half- 
past one o'clock A,

HIEAD-QUARTERS MILITARY DIVISION OF THE

the manner in which Jeff. Davis expended the 
funds of the Confederacy for ‘secretseryice” and 

“necessities and exigencies,” which, of course, 

will cover any and every purpose for which he 

might see proper to expend the money, which 
was at his command in unlimited amounts, 

These warrants show that fully a year ago, the 
shrewd Davis was quietly necumulating funds 
in Europe, in gold, with the view of making 
himself comfortable in the event of the failure 
of the Rebellion, or, {t may be, that these sums 
were swallowed up by the rapacious sympathi- 
sing agents abroad, who were thus enabled to 
mould public opinion in Europe into the belicf 
that the resources of the Confederacy were am- 
ple, for who would suppose the Rebels to be 
poor, when their paid agents were so extrava- 
gant in their display of means. But to the do-

late beloved and deeply mourned Chief Magis- 
trate were being consigned to earth, 

Byery place of business waSclosed; the corners 
of the principal streets contained small knots 
of people, with evidences of sorrow and grief de- 
picted on their countenances, quietly discussing 
the recent calamity. No official businessofany 
character was transacted, and all Government 
employees, military and civilian, wore on their 
left arms a badge of mourning, 

The booming of artillery, consisting of minute 
guns, which were being fired atdifferent points, 
commenced at noon and continued during a 
portion of the afternoon, and everything worea 
sad, serious, solemn aspect, 

The oltizens of Petersburg vied with the most 
ultra, Northerners in expressions of regret at 
the death or the President, and they seem really’ 
to feel that his loss is far from being their gain. 

An Order 

Has been Issued by the Proyost Marshal, re- 
quiring all citizens and others to deposit at 
once with bim what arms and wenpons of all 
descriptions they may be in possession of. These 
arms are (6 be retained by the authorities until 
such time as it nny be deemed proper to restore 
them to thelr owners. Parties depositing them 
nre fornished with descriptive lists, which they 
retain. 

The paroled prisoners loitering around Peters- 
burg, and who belong elsewhere, haye been no- 
tifled to obtain transportation and passes for 
their various destinations atonce, ‘This mea- 
sure, 98 well as the one requiring the temporary 
surrender of arms, has been deemed proper, and 
even necessary, in yiew of the present state of 
popular feeling regarding the President’s death. 
‘The First Division of the Twenty-fifth Corps, 
United States Colored Troops, encamped in the 
vicinity of Petersburg, have not been permitted 
to leave cainp, in any individual instance, since 
the Inte news, and the city isdoubly patrolled 
every night. 

The Army of the Potomac 
Is still quartered in the immediate yicinity of 
Burkesville, The Second Corps are encamped 
close by the town, and the Sixth Corps are lo- 
cated very near them, The Ninth Corps still 
hold the line of the railroad between Petersburg 
and Burkesville, the Fifth Corps streteh from 
Burkesville towards Lynchburg, and the Twen- 
hyp Corps occupy the latter town and vi- 
cinity, Sheridan's cavalry haye, within a few 
hours, all centered around Petersburg, and Gen, 
Sheridan, in propria persona, remains in the 


town. 

Ibis thought that no change wiil tale place in 
the position of the urmy-at present, “Furloughs 
for fifteen days are being granted to officers in 
«ousiderable numbers, Which would not be the 
case if any movement except perhaps a retro- 
grade one were contemplated. A platform is 
being erected at Burkesville Station, about one 
mjle from the town, for the reception of stores, 
&c. that come from City Point by raj], consigned 
to the Second Corps, Put this and That together 
and the most natural deduction is that the army 
will remain‘in statu quo for some time yet. 

About Fifty Pieces of Arillery, 
Which were buried by the Rebelsin the fields 
and along the roads, during their late famous 
retreat, have been unearthed by our men and 
brought safely into Burkesville. These pieces 
were discovered without much difficulty, from 
the simple fact that our scouts helped the un- 
suspecting Rebels to bury them, During the re- 
treat Sheridan's scouts mixed freely and con- 
stantly with the Rebels, and accurately marked 
the places of concealment of cannon; calssons 
and other munitious of war too lumbersome to 
ggompany the fleet-footed chivalry. 

‘The heavily Jaden wazon trains captured by. 
Sheridan's “Raiders” lately, were found, on ex- 
amination, to contain lirge quantities of goods 
of all descriptions captured by the Rebels at 
Chambersburg and other towns in the Camber- 
land Valley during the last raid in that direc- 
tion, Many of the boxes had never been un- 
packed, the work being reserved for the sabres 
of our cavalry, and per consequence many of 
Sheridan's Rough Riders now sport boots, shoes, 
coats, &c., brought by the Rebels, for the use of 
tly men, all the way from the Cumberland Val- 
ley.

‘ayation. Governor Montox, among other 
(sings, dwelt upon the question of adjustment, 
in which ho condemned the doctrine of Seces- 
s(on, suggested that the Rebels were personally 
i.able for their treason, and that there was no 
) ower to punish them collectively by reducing 
\ tate toa’ Territorial condition, or declaring 
municipal character forfeited. He declared 
jhatthe State Goyornment could not be de- 
»troyed by the acts of individuals, whether they 
\wore officers of that Government or private citi- 
sons, These declarations seem to have incited 
-sident JoHNSON to a more complote enunci- 
@iion of his views upon this matter than has 
yt been made by him. He declared his inten- 
tion to punish treason in the same decided man- 
eras heretofore. Upon tho question of recon- 
atrnetion, and how it was to be offected, he used 
tito following significant Ianguage:— 
© Upon this idea of destroying States, my posi- 
* tion has been heretofore well known, and I sec 
no causo to chango it now, and Iam glad to 
hear its reiteration on the present occasion. 
‘ome are satisfied with the idea thatthe States 
are to be lostin territories and other divisions; 
are Lo loge thoir character as States. But their 
life breath Las been only suspended, and it is 
a high constitutional obligation we have to 
woure cach of these States in the possession 


and onjoyment, of a republican form of Go- 


yerninent. A State mny be in the Govern- 
inent with a peculiar institution, and by the 
operation of rebellion lose that feature; but 
it was State when it went into rebellion, and 
when It comos out without the institution, it 
“jx still a State, 

“Thold itas a solemn obligation in any ono 
‘of these States whore tho Rebel armies have 


“ting the Governmen' 
“think the progress o} 
“into thé bands of its friends. If a State 1s to 
De nursed until it again gets strength, it must 
be nurse by its friends, not smothered by its 
onemies,”” 


It isbecoming very plain that President Joun- 
Son differs not from his predecessor in opinion 
upon the proper policy of restoring the Rebel 
States to healthy action, Only a few days be- 
foro his death President LinconN set forth the 
‘dyantages of the plan pursued in the case of 
Louisiana with his strong and quaint logic, and 
With such effect that we have not yet seen an 
effort to refute his arguments. President Jonn- 
SON evidently favors a similar system, so that 
the principles of the late Administration will 
be faithfully carried out by the presont,

CAMPBELL, anxious to save tho necks and 
property of his political associntes, argued stre- 
nuously for the amnesty, but President Lrn- 
COUN would not listen to the proposition, He, 
however, did ordor General We11zet to allow 
“the persons who calied themselyes tho Vir- 
ginian Legislature’ to convene in Richmond 
“for the purpose of withdrawing the Virginia 
troops from the Rebel army.” But they were 
notto be allowed to use treasonable language 
nor adopt treasonnable measures. WEITZEL, al- 
lowed the meeting, but in the meanwhile LEr’s 
army had been captured, and the only object for 
which the convocation could have been allowed 
was provided. Tho President at once instructed 
WeiTzEL to revoke tho order allowing of the 
assemblage, So that it will be seen that this 
officer did nothing without authority, This ac- 
count, which we find in the New York Z'ribune, 
explains matters which hitherto seemed 
strangely mysteriou:

THE RESTORATION OF VIRGINIA. 

The National Intelligencer, usually good nu- 
‘thority, states that the question in reference to 
the civil condition of Virginia has been settled 
by tho President and Cabinet, They have dono 
the only thing that they could do under the con- 
dition of affairs, and haye determined to sus- 
tain tho administration of Governor PrerpornT 
in the State Govornment, Tho capital of loyal 
Virginian has been at Alexandria, It will be 
transferred to Richmond, where its officers will 
take possession of the Stato property nnd assem- 
ble the legisinture. Under the auspices of that 
body, and of the exccutivo, all thatis necessary in 
the conduct of civil affairs at presont can be trans- 
acted. In future elections of dologates, the 
counties hitherto under control of the Rebellion, 
can come in when they have enough voters who 
have talon the oath of allegiance to entitle them 
to exercise political rights, 

The quostion of reconstruction Is, therefore, 
divested of all diMficulties in the case of Vir- 
ginia, Tho doctrino of President Lincoun that 
a State cannot secede, is sustained by President 
JOUNSON. The individuals who endeavored to 
place a Stato in opposition to the natural Go- 
vernment, nro liable for their crimes, and it is 
probable that the more notorious among them 
will be punished. Tho State which has been 
unfaithful to its constitutional obligations will 
bo restored to its) full political privileges when 
it is under the control of loyal men, faithful to 
tho Union, They must show thoir loyalty by 
nbolishing slavery and laying down their arms, 
and taking the oath of allegiance. No other 
condition is required. The question of punish- 
ment for past offenses is one that rests alto- 
gether with the President as the administrator 
of the Iaws, and the depository of tho pardon- 
ing power, and it will be used according to the 
dictates of justice and of xood policy. 

Virginio has already abolished slavery by the 
act of its loyal Legislature. It has ratified the 
amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States to the same effect. It is, by the subjuga- 
tion of the Rebellion, o free State, and the laws 
willbe administered as they stand under the 
authority of the Legislature, which formerly 
met at Alexandria. By this means the old tribo 
of politicians who led Virginia to its ruin will 
be utterly shorn of power to do mischief. Their 
hopes that they would be put at the head of 
affairs again will bo wofully disappointed, and 
when the people whom thoy have deceived and 
rnined by their infernal ambition come to un- 
derstand the extent of their sacrifices, and the 
cause, they will put down the whole tribe of 
domagogues who injured them so effectually 
that they will nover be heard of again,

A letter from the Richmond correspondent of 
the London Zimes, dated March 4th, introducing 
General Sherman to English rerdors as the fu- 
ture autocrat of this continent, has created pro- 
found impression here. Grant's arrival in North 
Carolina will chango tho aspect of affairs, end 
the armistice, and force Johnston to surrender 
or “skedsldle,"”’ 

A General Order 
Has been issued at Richmond, announcing that 
ifamong the paroled prisoners of the Confede- 
rate army there are any merchants who desire 
to remove to their families in the North, with a 
view of obtaining employment, they will, upon 
taking the oath of allegiance, be furnished with 
transportation to Philadelphia, Now York or 
Boston, as they may desire. 
Attempt at Suicide. 

Wo hear that yesterday one of the prisoners 
charged with being concerned in the assassina- 
tion plot, attempted to kill himself by knocking 
ont his brains against the walls of the apartment 
in which he is confined. He failed to nccom- 
plish his purpose, however, and was so secured 
that he cannot make a similar attempt. Howas 
badly cut about the head, and Icst a large quan- 
tity of blood, but he is not seriously injured. It 
is snid that this prisoner is the one who was ar- 
rested at Surratts house, on H street, and who 
gave his name as Paine. 

The Flour Bids. 

On tho 18th instant Captain Bridges opened 
the bids for furnishing this Government with 
Nour, when it was ascertained that 24,300 barrels 
had been bid for exclusively by Georgetown and 
Baltimore merchants, at prices ranging from 
$8'75 to 89-40. About five thousand barrels wero 
accepted at $875. This bidding shows considera- 
ble decrease in the prico of flour since the ith of 
March, when thé bidding at that time ranged 
as high as $11°55 per barrel, 

Rebel Prisoners, 

We understand that all those paroled prison- 
ers of war of Loo's army who were allowed to 
return to this clty are tobe exchanged imme- 
diately and sent South, it haying beon decided 
that they can no longer claim this district as 
their place of residence. All those who return 
to their allegiancoby taking the oath will be al- 
lowed to remain, 

Jeff. Davis’ Silver Plate. 

Last night a coffee or tea set, formerly used by 
Jef. Davis, and sold at auction, with a quantity 
of silyer plate, just previous to the evacuation 
of the city by the Rebels, was presented to Pre- 
sident Johnson by a gontleman of Richmond, 
who purchased the article at the auction sale. 
The coffee or ten set in question isa perfect 
miniaturo or fac-simile of a railroad»locomo- 
tive, with tender attached. The locomotive 
boiler receives the coffeo or ten, makes and dis- 
charges it through a spiggot, asteam whistle 
Indicating when the tea or coffee is ready, 

The boiler of the locomotive is of porcelain, 
and tho figure of the fireman, of the same ma- 
terial, appears on the locomotive vigorously 
ringing the bell, which, we suppose, means the 
breakfast, dinner or supper bell. The tender, 
which is an admixture of brass and othor metal, 
carries sugar in an elegant sugar caisson, with 
goblet for Cognacs, and stunning small cut 
glasses. The sides of the tender are embellished 
with racks for segars, 

The most curious contrivance of all is the 
secret music box located somewhere in the ten- 
der, which being set, plays elght popular airs, 
sufficient in length to entertain a supper, dinner 
or breakfast-table. The whole establishment, 
engine and tender, rests upon two beautiful 
enameled waiters, Upon the side of the locomo- 
tive, in miniature, is emblazoned, “President 
Jefferson Dayis’—showing that the testimonial 
locomotive and tender were built expressly for 
his use or pleasure. Upon the front, just above 
where the cow-catcher ought to be, appears the 
Confederate national banner and battle-flag en- 
twined with the national ensign of France. 

Another Delegation. 

A Tonnesseo delogation, headed by Hon. Ho- 
race Maynard, called to-pay their respects to 
President Johnson this morning, and had the 
good sense to spare him tho infliction of a 
Speech, simply to festify their good will bya 
cordial shake of the hand. As Tennesseeans 
they doubtless felt that they knew his senti- 
ments and what stuff ho is made of without any 
formal ayowal on his part,

The Hichmond’ Whig of April 24th says:— 

“General Sheridan routed Early at Waynes- 
boro’ about the middle of Mareh, and put him, 
individually, upon a most tremendous, race, 
which he ‘concluded by bringing up in Rich- 
imond, attended by one of his staf! sans cont, hat 
and almost everything. When Sheridan's 
column had swept by Itichmond, Early was or- 
dered back to Staunton, and was there at tho 
time of the evacuation of this city. Upon hear- 
ing of this event he hastened to Lynchburg, and 
thence toward Southwestern Virginia, where, 
ranking General Echols, he took command of 
the forces that were retreating before Stoneman 
and Thomas, When last heard from, being un- 
able to withstand the forces in his'front, and 
afraid of General Grant in his rear, he had de- 
flected to the right, and was apparently making 
for the Kanawha Valley. It is doubtful whether 
he has yet become aware of the surrender of 
General Lee. We look with interest for tidings 
from him and his command. 

“Wo are authorized to announce that by order 
of the military authorities tho Commissarics of 
Subsistence of the United States army in this 
city will begin to-day to issue to all citizens 
bread at six and a quarter cents per loaf of 
eighteen ounces. The humanity of this move, 
prompted by considerate thoughtfulness of the 
military authorities, cannot be over-estimated. 
There are to-day thousands of our citizens, male 
and female, but chiefly the latter, who, living in 
unwilling but unavoidable idleness, are without 
the means of subsistence. Oyer five thousand 
of these persons are females. Up to the time of 
the evacuation they earned by making soldiers’ 
clothing a scanty livlihood, caked ont by such 
supplies as the Citizens’ Relief Committee could 
furnish.

THE OCCUPATION OF RALEIGH 
JOUNSTON—MEETING DBETW. THE GENE- 
RAIS—RUMORS OF JOHNSTON'S SURRENDER— 
RALEIGH AND 1TS SURROUNDINGS, 


Special Correspondence of the Inquirer. 
RAverien, N. 
The Last March 
Of Sherman's grand army to meet an organized 
Rebel foe, took place on the 15th inst. With the 
dawn of day, in the midst of a heavy fall of rain, 
the troops pushed“out, The roads wero very 
muddy, the wagons sank to thoir axlesin mud, 
nnd the horses tugged knee deep in the dense 
mire, The soldiers toiled on, covered with mud, 
Horses and riders, artillery and baggage trains, 
allwere plastered with mud. The rain fell in 
torrents; it Mterally poured down. Tho thunder 
muttered and rolled, and the lightning flashed 
vividly out of the dark sky through the murky 
air. On struggled the army, through mud and 
mire, despite the rain, the crashing of the thun- 
der and the lurid Jightning flashes, 

It wasa grand elemental strife; the effect 
heightened by the long lines of men and wagons 
forcing their way against tho opposition of na- 
ture, For ten miles this wading in the mud, 
under the peltings of the pitiless showers, con- 
tinued. When, at Puge's Station, ten miles 
from Raleigh, the Army of the Tennessee was 
halted by an aid from General Howard, who 
read the order announcing the willingness of 
Joe Johnston's army to surrender if terms could 
be obtained similar to those granted to Lee, the 
army was ordered to go into camp. 

There was no cheering when this announce- 
ment was made tothe troops, The men were 
very wetand yery muddy, It was met with 
such remarks as “Why the could not 
Johnston haye surrendered without giving us 
such a march in the rain.” “This is the right 
kind of weather for the Confederacy to die in,’ 
“Good place hore todig the Inst ditch.” “Let's 
go and lick 'emfor bringing us out in this 
mud.” “Pop Sherman ought tomake 'em clean 
these muddy clothes for us," &c,, &e. 

The moment the column divided to seek camp 
the rain ceased, the clouds broke, and the sun

come forth, If the men would not rejoice Hea- 
yen would. 
At Raleigh, 
Through the mud to his horse’s belly, your 
correspondent rode floundoringly back to Ra- 
leigh. In the town all was feverish excite- 
ment, They had not as definite information 
as wo at the front. Rumors &reulated with 
Third and Chesnut streets rapi ity, “Hardee 
was in town, closeted with Sherman.” “Grant 
and Lee were botheoming.” “Peace and un 
versal amnesty would be declared in three 
days." The citizens were joyous, the soldiers 
quiet. Many anxious, onging eyes were cast all 
day towards General Sherman's quarters. 
Throngs of citizens gathored at the foot of Fay- 
etteville street, as if to read portentious se- 
crets on the walls of the General's temporary 
residence, Night fell, yet nothing definite wag 
known, 5 
Raneran, March it, 

Allis still in doubt and suspense as to tho ru- 
mored proposed capitulation of Johnston, Cer- 
tain it is that General Shorman himself re- 
paired to the front this morning, «nd oh inter- 
view has in all probability takon place between 
tho two Generals, Active hostilities haye been 


less owing to the hasty exit of the Seccsh 
military authorities. Thousands of officors and 
soldiers visit the building every day, And it is 
well worth a visit. The legislative halls are well 
fitted up, and admirably suited to the purposes 
for which they wore originally designed. Tho 
Senate Chamber among its ornaments boasts a 
marble bust of John C, Calhoun. This bust was 
presented to the North Carolina Convention 
that forced the State out of tho Union in 186. 
Wharton J. Greene, Esq., was the donor, 

A committee ofthe Convention drafted a re- 
solution of thanks tothe presenter, The bust 
now stands on a mantel shelf, obscured by 
the heavy hangings that droop on either side of 
the Speaker's chair, In the rotunda, between 
the two chambers, is stored a vast pile of light- 
house apparatus; costly lamps and reflectors 
of Fresnel and Argand, that were purchased by 
{ho United States Government for the coast of 
North Carolina, and removed by the Rebels at 
the outbreak of the Rebellion. The glass con- 
centric reflectors of Fresnel are viewed with 
novel curiosity by the Western men, to whom 
light-house paraphernalia ® something new. A 
corner of the main floor has stored in it up- 
wards of five hundred pike staffs. They do not 
look as if they had ever been used. 

A muscum of the mineral, geological, ichtyo- 
logical and vegetable peculiarities of the State 
is located in the capo and attracts throngs of 
military visitors. The libraries are small and 
their contents too dry to attract much notice, 
‘The room in which the archives of the State aro 
ae is but very little disturbed. From floor to 
ceiling the superscriptions of the documents 
may be-read, ranged in regular order. Curious 
hands haye been busy with tho Socession re- 
cords, and many of them straw the floor, They 
should be preserved, oll hateful and traitrous ag 
they are; they will prove an invaluable source 
of information to the future historian, On tho 
roof of the building the Bignal Corps have es- 
tablished a station, ana their flags wig-wag the 
whole day long. From the dome of the build- 
ing the eye looks down ona sea of folinge; the 
town is buried in verdure, 

Raleigh 

Isa beautiful city, its location, plan and build- 
ings all contribute to render ita lion amon; 
Southern towns. Ere the red hand of war seix 
the sinning South in its remorseless grasp 
Raleigh was thrifty and beautiful. The seat of 
the State Government, a railroad centre, the 
entrepot of a large cotton growing country, all 
contributed to give Raleigh importance. ‘The 
streets are wide, regularly lald out aud pro- 
fusely shaded, Fayetteville street, through the 
centre of the town, forms a broad umbragcous 
way from the Capitol tothe mansion of the 
Governor. General Sherman now occupies tho 
Governor's residence, 

The streets aro named aftor the towns and 
cities of the State:—There is Fayetteville street, 
Wilmington sireet, Edenton street, Hillsboro’ 
street, &c, There are eix churches, two Paks, 
three hotels, a court-house and prison, and what 
is better, adeaf and dumb asylum, aninsanensy- 
lum,a seminary for young ladies, having av the 

resent time some eighty pupils. ' None of these 
nstitutions wero in the least interfered with by 
the military. Ample guards were placed about 
them lo protect them from intrusion or disturb- 
ance. There are very many fine private resi- 
dences in Raloigh. tho suburbs theycspe- 
cially abound. One ré%y vf Glegant viilis, on 
Hillsboro’ street, willremind the Phiiadelphian 
strongly of Torresdale, I was amused, while 
passing ono of these elegant villas, to hear a 
young lady berating a corporal of ‘the guard, 
Who was placliig his guards to protect the house 
andgrounds. “I want none of your guards!’" 
liissed out the irate Secesh miss or madam, “I 
want none of your protection; let your soldiers 
do their worsod; they haye done all they can do, 
any how.” Oa 

As the house and grounds were in excellent 
order I could not help but think that the sol- 
diers might do a great deal worse. The corporal 
stationed his guard with as much stolid indiffer- 
ence as though a parrot were chattering. Tho 
gardens and Inwns about these residences arealt 
very tastefully laid out and ornamented. The 
streets are not payed, though tho sidewalks are, 
Tho soil is a firm clay, agood pavement enough 
in dry weather, but forming a thick adhesive 
mud when it rains. 

The Spirit of the People 
Of Raleigh is not demonstratively Union by 
ony means. There are very, very few outward 
manifestations of loyalty. All acknowledge 
themselves conquered. Citizens that were 
known to be ardent Rebels say:—"Wo aro con- 
quered and subjugated; we submit.” Very fow 
express any love for the Union Government, at 
the same time they denounce the late Rebel oll- 
garchy of Richmond as an odious tyranny, too 
odious to have been borne much longer. Yet, 
they, too, acknowledge that tho officers of the 
Union army are neither arrogant nor assuming, 
that thoy are being treated, not asa conquered 
people, but as fellow-citizens in good standing, 
Of Newsynpers, 
Raleigh boasted no less than eight. Tour regu. 
Jar papers, devoted to tho dissemination of 
news, 1nd propagation of political creeds and 
dogmas, ‘Three religious sheets, and ono litera~ 
ry journal. Amoug the newspapers is Holden's 
Standard, and the Progress. e Confederate, 
rank Rebel, has suspended operatious. The 
Progress and Conservative are dailies; 80 wos the 
Confeterate, The Standard is semi okly. Tho 
Literary Field aud Wireside, weekly. For tho 
present, the Standard will be issued as a daily, 
Tho Hotels.

All that is mortal of Abraham Lincoln the na-~ 
tion has buried from its sight, and our people 
are ready now to cover their woo deep down in 
their hearts,and resume their ordinary Mfe. 
To-day, moro than ever before, the nation will 
read with more of zest and pleasure every addi- 
tional particular of the ignominious withdrawal 
of the Rebel Government from the Capital they 
boasted could neyerbe taken. Having obtained 
from an oye-witnesa the details of 

The Flight of Breckinridge, 

And they differing somewhat from all hereto- 
fore published, they are transmitted:—It ap- 
pears to have at first been the intention of the 
Kentucky traitor to depart on Sunday evening, 
,| in company with Payis and the other magnates, 
and 50 nearly was the intention consummated 
that his personaLeffects wero on the train, and 
he himself had taken a comfortable seat in the 
car. But at this late moment Davis determined 
to leave behind an official whose authority and 
malignity would insure the burning of the to- 
bacco in the city, and the Secretary of War was 
detailed to commit the congenini crime of arson 
—congenial it must have been for he had taken 
naturally to nearly every other offense known 
to the criminal code, » 

Breckinridge left the ear just as the train 
started that carried away the fugitive Govern- 
ment, and proceeded to his residence again. As 
soon as it was known that he was in the city, 
numbers of influential citizens called on him to 
remonstrate against firing warehouses in the 
heart of the elty,and whose ignition was al- 
most certain to insure the destruction of the city 
itself, Breckinridge was deaf to all entreaty; 
the tobacco must be burned, he said, no matter 
what the consequences to the city. The citizens 
then asked permission to roll the tobacco into 
the river, but were peremptorily refused. 

The exact whereabouts of Breckinridge during 
the whole night cannot now be ascertained, but 
at the early morning hour when the warehouses 
were fired, he was in his saddle, galloping from 
place to place to make sure that his fiendish 
work was accomplished. He was without at- 
tendants, save a small escort of cavalry, who 
were apparently on hand to protect him from 
the populace. 

As soon as the whole lower part of the city 
was effectually fired, and it was absolutely cer- 
tain that Richmond would be ruined, if not 
hutterly destroyed, Breckinridge reined up onthe 
summit at the intersection of Main and Twelfth 
streets, to enjoy the ruin he had wrought. 
Ewell’s whole army }iad passed through on its 
retreat, the rearguard Just then crossing the 
James, immediately above the city, and the 
traitor Breckinridge sat there, the sole remnant 
of the Confederacy left in Richmond. 

It was seven o'clock; the fires were raging with 
constantly increasing volume all over the busi- 
ness portion of the town. At this moment the 
cavalry advance of Weitzell turned into Main 
street, from Seventeenth. The cry of "The 

Yanks,” arose. Breckinridge gaye but one 
glance down the street, and then striking the 
gpurs deep into his horse, galloped off, with his 
escort at his heels; nor did he slacken his tre- 
mendous pace until he gained Ewell’s flying 
columns, 

There is something tragically dramatic in this 
man’s exit from the city he left in flames be- 
hind him, He has always been the embodi- 
ment of misfortune to the cause he served. 
Wherever he was there disaster came, and on 
this lurid April morning, sitting his horse in 
the streets of Richmond, almost the last rem- 
nant of the crumbling edifice of treason, he 
seemed the spirit of defeat. And as he flew 
from the coming avenger, he was followed by as 
hearty maledictions as ever were heaped upon 
man. It was not that Virginians loved treason 
less, but Richmond more, that they cursed with 
intense hatred the man they held accountable 
for its destruction. 

History must hold this man, Breckinridge, re- 
sponsible for the burning of the city; for tomake 
him so it was only necessary to proye that he 
was on the ground, and that no one higherin

The Removal of the Gold 

From the treasury to the Danville train on that 
wild Sunday evening, showed the deep distrust 
the Rebellion had of mankind. Davis and 
Trenboli could trust each other, for there is an 
ancient adage concerning honor among thieves, 
but everybody else being merely accessories 
after the fact, nobody else was trusted. 

Tn the first place, guards wero placed along the 
entire route from the treasury to fhe depot, with 
strict orders to allow no wagon to deviate “ 
the direct road between them. I am nol ie 
tending to give statistical information as to the 
amount of specie carried off, and when I say 
that the number of kegs of gold is stated tohavo 
been thirty-four, I neither youch for the num- 
bernor hint.as tothe amount contained tn each, 
my purpose is rather to show the jealous care 
with which tt was guarded. 

One keg only was placed in each wagon, and 
a guard of four men being detafled to each, 
armed with a musket and revolver, marched by 
its side. These were intended to guard against 
the populace and the driver. A confidential 
clerk of the Treasury Department mounted by 
the side of each driver, and was intended to 
keep watch both over him and the wagon guard 
and the street guard, before mentioned, effectn- 
ally prevented all of these from collecting to- 
gether to take wagon and specie to some other 
place than the Danyille Depot, Trenholm him- 
self staid at the Treasury until the Jast keg was 
sent off, and followed iton foot. At the depot 
the specie was loaded into two cars, and four of 
the principal jofficers of the Department were 
detailed to each car, and rode with the treasure, 
Equal care, for somo reason, was not taken 
with Confederate bonds, notes, &c., these latter 
being scattered loosely all over the city, Tren-

From Fortress Monroe. 


Fortress MoNROF, April24.—Intelligence was 
received here this morning of @e destruction 
by fire of the schooner Ocean serald, loaded 
the Warwick River, a little stream about 
eighteen miles from here, on the James River. 
itis presumed that the schooner was set on fire 
by some of tho paroled prisoners of Leo's army, 
Who have been sent from Richmond to their 
homes in the various counties bordering on the 
James, Elizabeth and Nansemond Rivers, and 
Whoare said to be prowling around in small 
squads, intent upon some work of mischief.

Tne greatest care aud diligence is being exer- 
cised by the military authorities in preventing 
these prisoners from committing acts of vio- 
Jence and desperation. This morning, at an 
early hour, one of the wharves at this point, on 
which is placed a large inount of ordnance 
stores, was discovered to be on fire; but, by the 
fetive measures of the guard stationed in its 
vicinity, was soon extingisuhed, otherwise the 
damage caused by the explosion of so Ja ge an 
amount of material would have been enormncus. 
This fire was attributed to some of thes paroled 
prisoners.

From Cincinna 
Crxcrsnatr, April 25,—General Brisbane, 
Superintendent of organization of colored troops 
in Kentucky, has written a letter to Governor 
Bramlette, calling attention to the disturbed 
condition of labor in that State, and urging him 
to call the Legislature together and pass the 
Constitutional Amendment. The Genoral says 
the slaves are nominally free and the masters 
can no longer depend on their labor, and 
points out the eyils that must arise from the 
present half slave and half free condition of the 


State. 
He ¢laims that pha pose e of the amendment 
would quiet the minds of the negroes, and cause 
them to remain at home and till the soil now 50 
much in need of their labor, More than twenty 
thousand of the most valuable sJaves_have al- 
rendy gone into the army; sothat Kentucky 
must choose either to have her slave population 
abscond and freed by the army, or to save her 
labor to the soil by granting unconditional free- 
dom to the slaves at home, 

The Governor replies, concurring in the 
opinion that slavery can no longer be retained 
in Kentucky, that labor must be reorganized on 
a free basis,
